‘‘Tho terms in which tho departure of 
Senior Grand Duke Nicholas is an­ 
nounced In the official St. Petersburg 
print Is attracting much attention. His 
Imperial Highness, it is stated, leaves 
the Russian empire with the permission 
of the Emperor. The story is that when 
the Grand Duchess Nicholas, who, as is 
well known, lived many years in seclu­ 
sion In the famous cave convent at 
Kiew, was visited by tho Grand Duke 
Peter, the Grand Duchess presented his 
bride with her magnificent collection of 
jewels. 
Theso she had left in her hus­ 
band's care in St. Petersburg. Grand 
Duke Peter, however, probably being 
cognizant of certain facts, took no steps 
to obtain possession of the gift, till one 
day the Czarina received a letter from 
Kiew, asking for information with ref­ 
erence to the Jewels. 
‘‘As theso had not apparently yet 
reached tho Montenegrin princess, the 
matter camo to tho knowledge of tho 
Czar, who, on interrogating the senior 
grand Duke, was informed that his 
wife’s Jewels some years ago had been 
given to Mme. Schiszlawa, a friend of 
his, and this lady had refused to return 
them. 
Thereupon tho Czar dispatched 
the chief of the St. Petersburg polico to 
Mme.

W ashington, Feb. 26.—In the debate 
on the resolution offered by Mr. Chand­ 
ler in the Senate censuring Mr. Call for 
interpolating in tile official report of tho 
proceedings of the Senate a paragraph 
that had not been spoken, and that was 
unparliamentary and personally offen­ 
sive, Mr. Call gave notice to the Senator 
from New Hampshire who had arraigned 
him by tho resolution that he (Mr. Call) 
would arraign him (Mr. Chandler) be­ 
fore the Senate, and would demand an 
investigation by the committee for mak­ 
ing an accusation that was untrue. 
He (Mr. Call) would convict the Sena­ 
tor on evidence of his own, that would 
convict him before a jury of respectable 
New Hampshire Republicans, that he 
did hear and know that lie (Mr. Call) 
had uttered on the floor of the Senate 
substantially the whole of tho charge 
contained in tho paragraph, and with a 
very few exceptions every word con­ 
tained in it. 
Mr. Call gave notice to the Senator 
that lie would not submit tamely to the 
imputation put upon him. He would not 
ask the censure by the Senate of tho 
Senator from New Hampshire, hut he 
would leave him to the judgment of 
public opinion throughout the country 
for having hoard his (Mr. Call's) re­ 
marks and having had neither the cour­ 
age nor tho manhood to resent them. 
Mr. Sherman declared that the rules 
of the Senate had just been violated by 
tho Senator from Florida in as gross a 
manner as ho had ever witnessed. 
Ho 
had not chosen to interrupt the Senator, 
but the record would show what ho had 
said, and he hoped that the committee 
would examine it. 
When tho Senate of 
tho United States came to such a condi­ 
tion that the charge of cowardice could 
be applied to a Senator, and that a Sen- 
tor could be charged with stating athing 
falsely, it seemed to him that the Sen­ 
ate was receding from tho dignity which 
had distinguished it from the foundation 
of the government.

Senator from Florida would read over 
the report of what he had said, and not 
have published in the record language 
which in any general assembly in the 
world would he regarded as disorderly 
and improper. 
Mr. Call—If I have violated any rule 
of the Senate by any observations which 
I have made to-day, or formerly, I with­ 
draw them, and I apologize to tho Sen­ 
ate. 
Mr. Chandler—“ If?” 
Mr. Call—I did not understand that I 
was violating any rule. 
If I am not at 
liberty when a resolution reflecting on 
mo is offered here to state that it is not 
true, and that the Senator when ho made 
the charge knew that it was not true, 
then I do not understand the rales of 
the Senate. 
But if, iii the judgment of 
any Senator, it is improper to use that 
language I withdraw it and apologize 
for it. 
Mr. Chandler—T will not reply to the 
gentleman from Florida this morning in 
unparliamentary 
language.

stated, in the resolution which Is now 
before the Senate, and which I am will­ 
ing to have referred to the committee on 
privileges and elections, what the con­ 
duct of the Senator from Florida has 
been.

D elegation M eet th" President. 
W a s h in g t o n , Fob. 
20.—The mem­ 
bers of the Chicago world's fair delega­ 
tion were presented to the President at 
tho White House Tuesday 
morning. 
The introductions wore made by Sena­ 
tor Cullom. 
The party then went to a 
photograph gallery and had their pic­ 
tures taken in a group. 
The New York, St. Louis, and Wash­ 
ington people are showing good feeling 
toward Chicago because they were fair­ 
ly and honorably beaten, and all of 
them are disposed to co-operate in mak­ 
ing the exposition successful. Although 
this is the general attitude of the defeat­ 
ed, an embittered soul is occasionally to 
be found who declares that the world’s 
fair bill when it again conies to the 
House from the committee will be re­ 
jected and that tho whole project will 
be wrecked.

To Re-A djust Postal Salaries. 
W a s h in g to n , Fob. 20.— John II. Pat­ 
terson, of Chicago, addressed the House 
committee on postoffices in favor of the 
passage of Mr. Caldwell’s bill to re­ 
classify the salaries of persons in the 
railway mail service, known as postal 
clerks. 
Tho bill divides

postal 
clerks into seven classes, and fixes their 
salaries at the following rate per annum: 
First class, 8800; second, 81,000; third, 
SI,200; fourth, SI,350; fifth, 81,500; sixth, 
81,600; seventh, SI,■IOO.

The Grecian mother before putting 
her child in Its cradle turns three times 
around before the fire while singing her 
favorite song, to ward off evil spirits. 
Welsh mothers put a pair of (tongs or 
a knife in the cradle to insure the safety 
of their children; the knife is also used 
for the same purpose in some parts of 
England. 
The London mother places a book 
under the head of the new-born infant 
that it may be quick at reading, and puts 
money into the first bath to guarantee 
Its wealth in the future.
